Bevan Some Day To 


Be Prime Minister 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—At the aee 
of 13. Britain’s M inister of Health. 
A neurin Bevan, went down into a 
Welsh coal-pit to begin his work­ 
ing career. 
For a num ber of years 
he worked at the coal face— and 
that is hard, cruelling work in 
darkness and fetid air. 
It is, therefore, no accident that 
Bevan should be the most contro­ 
versial and exciting figure in the 
present government. 
Coal does 
something to a man. Bevan’s years 
in the mines ; harpcned his sense 
of social injustice and gave him 
the drive that has carried him 
to high office. 
Some Day Prim e Minister 
Both Conservatives and Labor­ 
ious say that he will some da.' lie 
prim e m inister of G reat Britain. 
At so. hc is solid, thick-looking, 
with a heavy thatch of iron-gray 
nair. 
His eyes are the color of 
blue ice but they have humorous 
glints that shine out. 
In hri solidness and his W e’sh- 
ncss and in his sence of the dram a­ 
tic, he bears a family resemblance 
to our own *lohn L. Lewis. 
But 
for all his am bition and drive, it ir* 
difficult to imagine Bevan taking 
himself with the same personal 
self-satisfaction which character­ 
ises Lewis. 
Although it is not exactly m hi* 
province. Bevan talks freely about 
the coal crisis. Labor in the mines, 
he says, has throughout history 
been slave labor. 
It is eight hours 
of death to go down into the pits. 
Eight hours of burial each day, 
With the Welsh burr in his speech, 
this has an added force. 

Bevan pomts 
out, would have had it« own acute 
manpower problem in coal-mining 
if so much of both Industry and

He is cred­ 
ited wbth persuading the cabinet to 
carry through the new proposed 
restrictions on the House of Lords 
as a prelim inary to nationalization 
of iron and steel. 
Bevan s wife, 
J< nnie Lee, also a m em ber of par­ 
liament and now on a visit in the 
I nited States, shares her husband’s 
convictions on socialization 
Certainly there is in Bevan more 
of the fighting -pirit of the Labor 
party of Hie past. 
The senior cab­ 
inet mem bers were part of the w ar­ 
time coalition government, and re- 
soonsibiiity has checked their ar­ 
dor for reform. 
They tend to he 
overawed by the enormity of the 
economic crisis which confronts 
them

PLAYTHINGS 
During the war, m aterials and 
labor were so scarce that most of 
the toy:, for children were tragiie. 
easily and quiekl} made, often at 
| enormous profit. Many playthings 
j for children from three to eight 
j were made of cardboard or fragile 
plastics. 
Unless the young child 
was guided in caretul use of such 
toys these playthings were quickly 
ready for the trash heap. 
A great many of these toys are 
still on the market. Furtherm ore, 
because plastics can be so easily 
adapted to making of playthings, 
especially wheel toys, that take 
paint well, there are appearing all 
too many such toys very easily 
broken. Yet some plastic toy* are 
sturdy toys. The trouble is that 
the Hashy appeal to the eye de­ 
ceives many a purchaser of toys 
who does not take the trouble to 
examine for probable durability. 
Sturdy Toys 
It's the young child under five 
or six who most needs sturdy toys, 
the very one for whom most cheap 
an fragile toys are available. Often 
the youngster seven or eight nia> 
play very carefully and profitably 
with a fragile toy m eant for a 
younger child. When this older 
child does so he employs consider­ 
a t e imagination, using the play­ 
thing as a m ere symbol of expres­ 
sion. 
His 
greater experience 
in 
term s of value and his greater 
m otur skill enable him to employ 
more carefulness. 
Repeatedly in this column I have 
said that any creative or construc­ 
tive play has great m oral value 
since it is the opposite of destruc­ 
tiveness. But when a young child 
plays wdth a toy very easily broken 
lie is discouraged in constructive­ 
ness even encouraged in destruc­ 
tiveness. 
Have A Purpose 
Of course, sturdy toys that have 
a purpose for wholesome educa­ 
tion cost far more than some of 
the eye-appealing, fiashy, fragile 
ones. But their materials, work­ 
manship and teaching qualities are 
incomparably superior. One good

toy 
of 
real 
educational 
value is better than a ton of trash 
Your kindergarten or primary 
grade teacher can tell you good 
sources of such m aterials and play­ 
things, Moreover, the toy dep art­ 
m ent of one or several of your 
loral stores may have the type toys 
I have mentioned on display.

Depression Precedent Missing 


(By Holmes Alexander) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 31.— Arc we like the hotel guest who 
stayed awake ail night waiting for the man upstairs to drop the o tlltr 
shoo? 
is our economy still holding its breath because vve believe 
that a depression must inevitably follow a war.’ 
Today we have the 
unexampled condition of 60 million men at work. 
We have unamppiied 
m arkets for m anufactured goods. 
And loose money ready to pay even 
the outsized prices. 
All this has the aspect of present p r o s p e r i t y and 
carries the promise of more to come. 
Yet a curious pessimism darkens 
the minds of our economic soothsayers. 
Names Two Alternatives 
H ere’s what 1 mean. 
Recently I visited the offices of a I . S. 
Senator who was a successful businessman before he entered pouiic4 
few years aeo. 
“ W hat’s wrong with American industry. Senator 
He blamed John L. Lewis for starting the wage rise and the steel­ 
makers for setting off price inflation. 
“Well, Senator, w hat’s the 
cure?’* 
He named two alternatives. 
Either a planned economv under 
government controls. 
O r a — well—er— aMight depression. 
“W hich 
of the two is preferable. Senator?” 
A long and thoughtful pause. 
“I’d rather not answer that one”. 
He didn’t have to. 
What he'd clearly implied was just this: 
A 
depression is inevitable. 
L et’s get it over with— the sooner the hea­ 
te r”. 
He even went on to cite the benefits of a — well— e r—a slight 
depression. 
First of all, it would create a “pool of unem ployed w ork­ 
ers”. 
This would put labor leaders at a disadvantage and allow em ­ 
ployers to have some say-so about wages. 
In the second place, it 
would bring down prices, force profiteers to trim their margins. 
A 
slight depression would do these things and perhaps prevent a m a jo r 
depression later on. 
Why Any Depression? 
But why any depression at all? 
Tlie assumption that one js in­ 
evitable seems to be based on nothing but precedent. 
W e’ve always 
had ’em after wars, haven’t we? 
The answer here is that th«* w ar we 
recently fought was not like other wars. 
The precedent ha; been 
destroyed, 
This time we did not slip back into iilotionism--vve com ­ 
mitted ourselves to huge projects overseas. 
This time the victor} did 
not remove military threats to our security—-it produced a nev and 
bigger threat. 
This time we did not come home in expectation of col­ 
lecting loans made to our allies— we set ourselves up to be the m an u ­ 
facturer, the banker, the grocer, and possibly the policeman, for a 
bankrupt and restless world. 
No Makings Of Depression 
None of this carries the makings of a depression. 
High taxes, 
high wages, high prices— yes, but no danger of overproduction, of col­ 
lapsing, markets, of people working themselves out of their jobs». 
Thus the pessimism is hard to fathom and the theory of “let’s get it 
over with” is h arder to justify. 
The pessimism, in some places, almost 
takes the form of a fear psychosis. 
Labor, as previously noted in this 
column, still clings to the creed of “do less"— not. perhaps, from lazi­ 
ness or spite, but from dread of glimpsing that pool of unem ploym ent 
which the Senator mentioned. 
Certain m anufacturers, some of whom 
have dates with the Departm ent of Justice for restrain of trade, seem 
to have deliberately created scarcit} of critical m aterials by declining 
to go all out on production. 
As for the theory that postwar pros­ 
perity can t last, that a slight setback now might prevent a bust-up 
later on. it seems almost like oid-fashioned medicine which recom­ 
mended bleeding the patient for w hatever happened to ail him— or 
even if nothing ailed him. 
Perhaps the explanation for it all is sim pler than it seems. 
T lu t 
adjective—“postwar”— which we use every’ day is, in fact, a misnomer. 
Economically speaking, we are still under war conditions. 
Production- 
wise, we are geared for huge overseas shipments. 
Foreign com m it­ 
ments come first. 
Domestic consumers take w hat’s left. 
Like it or 
not, this is the set-up, and it is not “ postwar” in any.prevtoti* u n d er­ 
standing of the word. 
Under these conditions a depression is not in­ 
evitable. 
It is almost impossible.

Big Oil Refinery By 
Soviets In Austria 
WASHINGTON. Oct. 33.— HNS) | 
—The U nited States and 
G reat 
Britain have protested directly to 
the Krem lin over the seizure by 
Soviet military' authorities of the 
vast Lobau oil refinery in eastern 
Austria. 
The state departm ent confirmed 
that two sim ilar notes have been j 
sent to Russia but the contents of 
the American note were not im- j 
mediately revealed. 
The seizure of the giant refinery 
capable of refilling 300,000 tons 
daily has been the subject of re­ 
peated protests in the Allied con­ 
trol council in Austria. But these 


complaints have all been rejected 
oy Col. Gen. V \ . Kurasov, Soviet 
military com m ander for Austria. 
Construction о the refinery' was 
begun by the G erm ans in 1939. 
An Austrian company which con­ 
trolled the industry was jointlv ; 
owned by the American Socony- \ 
Vacuum Co., and the British Anglo- i 
Saxon Petroleum Co, 
The U. S.-British position has 
been that Russia has no right to 
appropriate industries in Austria 
without a joint three-pow er agree­ 
ment.

MILK 
NEEDS CAREFUL 
HAN­ 
DLING IN WINTER 
Although a different set of fac- 
| tors prevail, milk requires just as 
careful handling in winter as in 
1 summer to maintain high quality. 
Air cooling—a 
practice which 
often results in rejections. 
That 
means losses to the farmer. 
It is 
almost impossible to cool a can of 
milk merely by setting it out of 
doors after milking, and expecting 
the air to cool it. 
Air is a *ioor 
conductor of heat and cold. 
W hile 
a can of milk is being cooled, ex­ 
tremely slowly by the surrounding 
air. the bacteria that spoil milk 
grow unusually rapidly. 
Air cooling of milk often results 
in 
freezing. 
This 
disrupts 
the 
chemical balance of the milk by 
breaking down the physical struc­ 
ture of the milk itself. 
True but- 
terfat samples cannot be obtained 
from a frozen milk supply. 
Hold the milk supply in insulat­ 
ed cooling tanks that are kept full 
of clean, pure, cool water 
Do not 
allow the milk to stand outdoors 
too long before bieng picked up 
by the hauler. 
To prevent freez­ 
ing, while milk is being hauled, in­ 
sist on having milk cans covered 
with blankets.
